FOUR OLD MMDS. 


I love an old maid—I do not speak of 


an Individual, but ot the species—I use 
the singular number, as speaking of a 
(singularity in humanity. AB old maid 
is not merely an antiquary, she is an 
antiquity; not merely a record of the 
past, but the very past itself; she has 
escaped a great change, and sympa- 
thizes not in the ordinary mutations of 
mortality. She inhabits a little eternity 
of her own. She is miss from the be- 
ginning of the chapter to the end. I do 
not like to hear her called mistress, 
as is sometimes the practice, for that 
looks and sounds like the resignation of 
' despair, a voluntary extinction of hope. 
I do not know whether marriages are 
xoade in heaven ; some people say they 
are, but I am almost sure that old maids 
are. There is something about them 
that is not of the earth earthy. They 
are spectators of the world, not advent- 
urers, not ramblers; perhaps guardians; 
we say nothing of tattlers. They are, 
evidently, predestined to be what they 
Bie, They owe not the singularity of 
tbeir condition to any lack of beauty, 
wisdom, wit or good temper; there is no 
accounting for it but on the principle of 
fatality. I have known many old maids, 
and of them all not one that has not 
possessed as many good and amiable 
qualities, as ninety and nine out of 100 
of my married acquaintance. Why, 
then, are they single ? It is their fate I 


On the left hand of the road between 


London and Liverpool there is a village 
which, for particular reasons, I shall 
call Littleton, and wjll not BO for gratify 
the curiosity of idle inquirers as to say 
•whether it is nearer to London or to 
Liverpool; but it is a very pretty vil- 
lage, and let the reader keep a sharp 
lookout for it the next time he travels 
that road. It is situated in a valley, 
through which runs a tiny rivulet as 
bright as silver, but hardly wide enough 
for a trout to turn round in. Over the 
little stream there is a bridge, which 
seems to have been built merely out of 
compliment to the liquid thread, to save 
it the mortification of being hopped over 
by every urchin and clodpole in the 
parish. The- church is covered with 
ivy, even halfwayup the steeple, but the 
sexton has removed the green intrusion 
from the face of the clock, which, with 
its white surface and black figures, 
looks at a distance like an owl in an ivy 
bush. A little to the left of the church 
is the parsonage house, almost smoth- 
ered with honeysuckles ; in front of the 
house is a grass plot, and np to the door 
there is what is called a carriage drive; 
but I never saw a carriage drive up 
there, for it is so steep that it wolud re- 
quire six horses to pull the carriage up, 
and there is not room enough for more 
than one. Somewhat! farther up the 
hill, which bounds the little valley 
where the village stands, there is a cot- 
tage; the inhabitants of Littleton call it 
the white cottage. It is merely a small, 
whitewashes house, but as it is occu- 
pied by a genteelish sert of people, who 
cannot afford a large house, it is gener- 
allv called a cottage. 


All these beautiful and picturesque 


objects, and a great many more which 
I have not described, have lost with me 
their interest. It would make mj^XH * 
ancholy to go into that church. Tne in- 
terest which J. had in the parsonage 
house was transferred to the white cot- 
tage, and the interest which I had in 
the white cottage is now removed to 
the church-yard, and the interest is in 
four graves that lie parallel to each 
other, with headstones of nearly one 
date. In these four graves lie the re- 
mains of four old maids. Poor things 
their remains! Alack, alack, there was 
not much that remained of them' 


There was but little left of them to 
bury. The bearers had bnt little work. 
~ wondered why they should pave four 
separate graves, and itour distinct tomb- 
stones. 
The sexton told me that it 


was their particular desire, in order to 
make 4he church-yard look! respecta- 
ble ; ana they left behind them just 
sufficient money to pay. the under- 
taker's bills and to erect fo|ur grave- 
stones.

The Grave of Madison. 


The condition of the grave nnd monu- 


ment of James Matlison is quite in con- 
trast with that of Jofforson. The country 
seat of MadLson is Montpelier, in-Orange 
county, Va., about four miles from Or- 
ange Station, on tlio Virginia Midland 
railroad, and sil/out sixty miles from Mon- 
ti cello. Sorno minutes before tlie^rand 
old'mansion is reached, the granite obe- 
lisk over Madison's grave is "visible 
through tlio fields half a mile to the right 
of tho hou^e. It is located in a large 
field and inclosed with a substantial 
brick wall, quite 100 feet square and tire 
feet in height. On the oast there is a 
*rmil!, plain iron gato, with the words in 
iron letters :

On tho shaft, which is a graceful ona 


twenty feet high, resting on a pedestal 
of four pieces, there i-i no other inscrip- 
tion than this, in large, pin in, sunken 
letters on the \\ i-lth of the bluift at its 
base.

at 8.}, is not cut in the granite. 
The 


grave is iu excellent condition, and well 
taken care- of by tho present owner of 
Montpeiit-r.

over the gra%o of Mrs. Madison, whose 
aecomplishrue ots and virtues have come

Monticello. Madison succeeded to it as 
a ehild, and it look-, to-day more like one 
of those country sents in England which 
have been handed doivn from genera- 
tion to generation than the former resi- 
dence of tho "expounder of the consti- 
tution."

States. 


Whoever looks over the whole field of 


Amerieauxpreoious-nietitl mining will be 
convinced that this industry is certain to 
make n. very rapid growth in what is left 
of this century. Hk) will also come to the 
roiiclu.iion that the production of silver is 
destined to increase very- rapidly for' a 
score or so of years to come, provided the 
demand for this much-slandered metal 
does not fall too f«r short of tho supply. 
Beyond a brief term tliis yield of silver 
will surely diminish, especially if there is 
wiy considerable lowering in its price. 
The observant eye can also see that tlio 
production of gold is likely to be ex- 
tended to many new fields, and that the 
yield of this metal is, iu the future, 
likely to be rather more steady than that 
of its bulkier bharer in tho greed of men. 
North America and tho twin continent 
on the south are doubtless to be tho 
great producers of precious metals in 
the future; their store of silver must be 
of greater value at the present price of 
1 his metal than their store of gold. 
If 


the world continues to use silver in tho 
coining century as it has in the past 
thirty centuries, there^is a fair prospect 
that our continent will win some thou- 
sands of millions from its silver-bearing 
lodes. Even if wo make what seems to 
me the mishtkc of gold alone as. a 


i^is of exchange, tho production of 


this metal will no doubt give us a larger 
mining industry than any other country 
can expect to gain.—Atlantic Monthly.

A solution of 
blue vitriol as strong aa can be made and 
as hot as you can bear your hand in, 
even for a moment, having the liquid 
threo or four inches deep, or deep 
enough to cover all the affectedj parts; 
then hold the diseased foot in thxsliquid 
ten minutes, or long enjugh to pene- 
trate to all the disc-abed parts ; put tho 
sheep on a dry baru floor for twenty 
hours to give it a chance to take effect.. 
In every case where I have tripd it, it 
has; effected a cure, and I have never 
given a sheep medicine internally for 
foot-rot. This remedy I call a»dpua shot 
when the foot is thoroughly prepared, 
but a more expeditious way, and where 
you don't hardly hope to exterminate 
tho disease, but keep it in siibjeqtion, is 
this : After preparing the feet ds for tho 
vitriol cure, take butter of ar timouy, 
pour oil of \5lrioHnto it slowly until the 
hc-uting and boiling process ceases, and 
apjj>ly with a swab. This rernedv works 
quicker, is stronger than the vitriol, and 
is just as safe, but its mode of applica- 
tion renders it less sure.—Ohio fanner.

'fho Stupendous Frauds of tbe Demo* 


craiic Party.

The testimony of Chief Supervisor 


John, I. Davenport before the committee 
appointed by the Senate to investigate 
the charges of election frauds commit- 
ted under Democratic auspices ia full of 
startling developments that ought to 
appeal strongly to every man who is in 
favor of honest elections and if preserv- 
ing the purity of tlie ballot-bos. Hi'] 
statements show that many persons who 
held certificates of naturalization had 
never declared their intentions, nor 
sworn to the applications which appeared 
on file in court. Others were not asked 
whether they had done so or • not, and 
great numbers were never asked about 
their age at all. They were naturalized 
£n squads. On one day Judge Barnard 
alone naturalized 2,M3, 'and on tlie 
same day, in the Superior Court, 2,077 
were put through tliis fraudulent pro- 
cess, making 4,620 fc-r the day I Nearly 
40,000 persons voted in the election of 
1868 upon tliese fraudulent naturaliza-, 
tion papers, the others voting in various 
counties in New York State, and in New 
Jersey, Connecticut and in Pennsylva- 
nia. ' In answer to a question how many 
uaturalizatiou papers bearing the seal of 
th£ court had been issxied in excess of 
Hie number upon tlie records of the 
court, he replied: 
"About 18,000. 


The Supreme Court alone issued 39,000 
certified blanks, of which 18,824 were 
used.. The papers were issued in blank 
with no name-to them." Tlie law re- 
quires that the testimony showing five' 
years' residence must be taken in open 
court| ty'an orai examination of the wit- 
ness, previously prepared affidavits, not 
being in evidence, and yet, savs Mr. 
Davenport, " In these cases in 1868 no 
record was taken by the court. On the 
minutes of the Supreme Court six names 
appeared during the month of October up 
to Oct. 6. On tlie next day the court 
adjourned, and not a line appeared in 
the minutes in regard to tho other 18,818 
persons." In another part of this testi- 
mony Mr. Di'aenport hays: "Of the 
pjpors secured in 18K8 and held by vot- 
ers in 1878, about 75 per cent, were as- 
sumed to bo Democratic and 25 per 
<vnt. Republican, but all the naturaliza- 
tion .papers issued in 18G8 were to Dem- 
ocratic applicants, with the exception of 
about 2,800, in which cases the natural- 
ization process was honestly conduct/Hi 
in tlw Court of Common Picas." Fraud 
was piled upon fraud. 
False naturaliz- 


ation .was not the only form of Demo- 
cratic rascality. By repeating alone, 
2">,000 fraudulent ve>tes were cii'-t in the- 
election cT 1868, aud every scoundrel ar- 
re.steil for illegal voting was discharge^l 
by Judge McCunn. As Mr. Davenport 
expressed it—and it is a matter of public 
notoriety, never questioned—that elec- 
tion wan carrii-d by repeat ing, fuKe vot- 
ing, 
fal.M» svoarh.g, 
falbo canvassing, 


i'u!.-o naturalization, falsehood through- 
out, aided with money and with the 
power of a criminal bench upon which 
f.at Democratic Judges whose corruption 
and dishonesty knew no limits. That is 
the way in which the Republican ma- 
jority in' tho State of New York was 
overcome, and that is the way it will bo 
overcome next tall unless some check ia 
placed upon tho frauds practiced in New- 
York city.

long would it bo before the Government 
would be utterly destroyeel ? How long" 
would it be before our whole elective 
system would be nullified and both Gov- 
ernment and society be plunged into 
chaos ? How long would it be before 
civil war would luael to drspofem ? The 
startling fucks developed by this iuvesti- 
gai ion should be a warning to tho Amer- 
ican people. It may not be thnt tho 
terrorism and frauds in the soliel South 
can be prevented at the next election, 
but they cau at least demand that elec- 
tions Bhall be honest in tho North, and 
that tho outrageous irauds heretofore 
practiced in New York and other North- 
ern c'.Ues shall not bo, repeated again. 
Tlie demand of the Democratic party for 
honest elections is hollow, specious, im- 
pudent clamor to cover up ils own 
frau els. 
The Republicans in everj State 


in the North should rouse themselves in 
time, and take such measures as will se- 
cure a perfectly fair ami honest electjpn, 
anuxmforce those measures ia the most 
resolute manner.

They arrive with a 
Kind of be lief that they are .returning 
homo; they go back with so much in- 
fonnation on English nature and habits 
as can be obt.tiucd by perambulating tho 
streets and comparing tho faro and 
charges of thirty or forty hotels in diffei1- 
ent parts of the kingdom. A foreigner 
among people speaking a different lan- 
guage, and all whose institutions indi- 
cate a different origin, does not expect to 
feol at home. Anic-ricaiis in England do 
not feel themselves foreigners, and must 
be painfully surprised to discover how 
entirely they are strangers. The con- 
trast can scarcely failJto be the ruder for 
the conviction of mosft Americans that in 
their own country Ihekwould extend a 
much warmer hospitality-to British vis- 
itors. The truth is that British visitors 
to the United States at present gain by 
their rarity, and American visitors to 
Great Britain lo&e by their abundrjice. 
Englishmen in tho United States are 
still few enough to occupy tho position 
of guests of the nation. Americans dis- 
embark at Liverpool in numbers much 
too great for individuals to be noticed, 
unless they adopt means to render tl,em- 
selves individually considered. In pro- 
portion as tho inestimable advantages 
begin to be understood of being able to 
observe the operation of British qualities 
and institutioiis in new circumstances, 
English visitors to tho United St.ties 
must prepare to dispense with tho ex- 
traordinary attentions which at present 
minister to their sense of personal im- 
portance. We should rejoice if, on tha 
other hand, Englishmen would take 
more pains to facilitate for Americans 
who desire, it the m-^ans of making ac- 
quitintanco with English life as it really 
is. Tho more direct the intercourse be- 
tween English end American homes the 
brighter will be the prospect of perma- 
nent international good-wilt. Every au- 
tumn tourist in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania and New England comes back with 
a cordial admiration of the_ country he 
has traversed, and still moro" of its peo- 
ple. Roughness and emditics which of- 
fend on the surface disappear on nearer 
approach. 
Tho samo pleasant conse- 


quence would attend a closer familiarity 
of American tourists in Europe with Brit- 
ish peculiarities. 
If tho legion of travel- 


ers which Ike United Kingdom is prom- 
ised during the next few months from 
the United States will consent to study 
their blood relations of the mother coun- 
try from some less-general points of
